Sifting in the Snow 


Alex Bower, who enjoys writing more 
than talking. and listening more than 
either, attended the Rocky Mountain 
Quarter Horse Association sale at Denver 
not long ago as a special guest of the 
Western Horseman, which wanted his 
impressions of the way Quarter Horse 
people do business. The Bower piece got 
into Western Horseman's April issue, so 
we dropped by the other day to say how 
nice. We found him in the back room of 
the Cromwell Bloodstock Ageney. which 
he runs with John A. Bell IIL. The office 
looked freshly decorated. and there were 
new green draperies in the window. A 
young lady brought in some coffee. 

“Tm afraid it isn’t a very good piece.” 
said Bower. who. incidentally. once was 
managing editor of The Blood-Horse and 
still is executive secretary of American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. “I 
don't know) anything about Quarter 
Horses; but I can tell you it was an 
extremely interesting sale. the way they 
go about it. and Denver is beautiful. On 
my way home I stopped for 2 days at Hot 
Springs and took in the races at Oaklawn 
Park. Now there’s an amazing little track. 

“But the Quarter Horse sale, part of 
it was astonishing. Here you had men 
trucking their horses 300 to 400° miles. 
and not knowing whether they would get 
to sell. Of 83 head entered. about 20 were 
eliminated. mostly on conformation, by a 
2-man screening committee at the sale 
erounds. The screening. called ‘sifting’ in 
Denver. took place out of doors during a 
snowstorm. which the horses their

were eliminated then hurried around try- 
ing to find private buyers in the crowd. 
The sale averaged $571 for 61 head. and 
the top price was $3.500 for a yearling 
colt by Leo out of Lorane Question.”

The Teeth Slant Backward 


hae New York legislature last week approved 
the bills which, when they have been signed by 
the governor, will enable The Jockey Club to pro- 
ceed with its plan to merge the operation of the 
state’s race tracks under the control of the non- 
profit Greater New York Racing Association, whose 
policies, in turn, will be under the direction of The 
Jockey Club. 

News that the plan had cleared the first political 
hurdle in Albany was received with expressions of 
satisfaction by leaders of The Jockey Club, and 
without bitterness by Aqueduct’s Cyrus S. Jullien, 
whose reasons for opposing the non-profit set-up 
were substantial, but not convincing enough to win 
the argument. 

Advantages of the big new plan were apparent. 
It gave New York an opportunity to modernize 
tracks built more than half a century ago and to 
continue a long-established leadership in the best 
tradition of American racing. It vested control in 
The Jockey Club, which, particularly in recent 
years, has been at once the most conservative and 
most progressive force in the sport. (As more and 
more tracks come under the ownership of non- 
profit and limited-profit organizations, the proprie- 
tary organizations might well consider putting 
themselves under the authority of The Jockey Club.) 

Whatever the advantages to racing may be, the 
government which granted them drove the hardest 
bargain since Aesop’s lion decided how the proceeds 
of the hunt should be shared among the hunters. 

The problem in New York has been, not lack of 
vision or enterprise, but lack of money. With the 
state taking nearly 3 times as much as the tracks 
from the mutuel pools, it was virtually impossible 
to finance the modernization of racing plants in 
New York. To solve this problem the owners of the 
tracks offer to give up, not only such small profit 
as they might have had, but all hope of future profit. 

And what does the great State of New York 
offer? It offers to let the track keep the first $5 
million of revenue from the mutuel pools, after 
which the track gets nothing, and the state gets all, 
trom the next $13.5 million. The way we count it 
up, the track loses $25,000. 

The state and local governments in New York 
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last year collected revenue in excess of $40 million 
from running racing. In return for the forfeiture 
of all possible private profits, the state offers to 
accept another $25,000 in revenue, plus any money 
which might have been left for profits. This is the 
magnanimity of the lion. 

The state which once destroyed racing for moral 
reasons—the reasons of Charles Evans Hughes and 
the morals of Anthony Comstock—is now engaged 
in a dangerous experiment to discover whether it 
can destroy racing for financial reasons. Profit or 
no profit, the odds remain about the same, and the 
lion is still odds-on over his hunting mates. 

In this unequal deal between private enterprise 
and the state, there has been no consultation with 
the principal party concerned—the New York horse 
piayer. After the lawmakers, taxmakers, racing 
commission, and Jockey Club have finished, the veto 
power will remain in the hands of the man at the 
mutuel window. 

Already this payer of the bills has begun to 
hesitate, because he has discovered how unhealthful 
is the neighborhood of a race track which charges 
him a minimum of 30 cents for the privilege of 
making a $2 bet. He is betting less and less in 
New York. Come the first pinch of hard times, 
and he will walk away cold. And when he walks 
off he will have no misgivings as to his duty to 
pay off bonds and replenish the state treasury. He 
should be grateful? Look what them bums been 
doing to him. 


The teeth of the snake slant backward. Once 
the serpent has laid hold of his prey, he cannot let 
it go, but must continue swallowing until either the 
victim or the snake itself has been destroyed. The 
laws which tax the horse player are fashioned in 
the same manner. 

The Assembly in New York apparently is in- 
capable of reducing the 15.6 per cent levy on the 
mutuel dollar, despite the fact that betting has de- 
clined for 2 years in succession. Sensible horse 
players know better than to buck such a take-out. 

In short, The Jockey Club hopes to save racing; 
the state is in train to destroy it. The brave new 
plan appears the best chance available, but the 
essential problem is unchanged.

Joe Jones’ Nice Homecoming; 


Hirseh Jacobs on Two Fronts 


BALTIMORE 


Joe Jones has a pronounced affinity for 
the Bowie racing strip. His first appear- 
ance over the southern Maryland oval was 
on November 21, 1953. when he scored 
his first stakes victory in a division of the 
now defunct Fort McHenry Handicap. 
Last year he returned for a matinee 
performance and commanded first money 
in the inaugural running of the John B. 
Campbell Memorial Handicap. establish- 
ing a track record for 11 miles. 

Last week he paid another call at the 
pine-fringed course, this time for the 
Bowie Handicap. To show for his 3 Bowie 
excursions. Joe Jones has 3 stakes wins, 
a track record. and a near-miss. the latest 
trip being timed only 2 ticks slower than 
the course record of 1:4325 for 1,'; miles. 

For the 5-year-old gelding. owned by 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs and trained by her 
husband Hirsch, the $25.000-added Bowie 
was only a means to an end. although it 
carried a reward of $19,650. His immediate 
objective is the Campbell Memorial on 
April 9. 

In assigning weights to the 44 Bowie 
eligibles. racing secretary John Turner 
Jr. had placed Helioscope at the head of 
the list with 129 pounds. From there. the 
imposts scaled down to 95 pounds on 
Bee’s Pride. Since his colt already appear- 
ed fit for the Campbell. trainer Howard 
Hausner kept Helioscope in his barn at 

. Laurel rather than run and risk an added 
weight penalty. 

Seven horses. including the Jacobs 
entry of Joe Jones and Man of Destiny. 


went postward in the Bowie. On form 
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none belonged in the same race with Joe 
Jones, the starting topweight at 120 
pounds. 8 below scale. 


As a dress rehearsal for the Campbell. 
the Bowie resulted pretty much as Turner 
and the chalk players had figured it 
would. Believing any price on the Jacobs 
entry a good one, the public wagered as 
though life depended upon it. For their 
toil. they got back 30 cents on the dollar. 
The $259.744 handle came close to 
establishing a new single-race high and 
the track management had to come up with 
$4.227.20 to meet minimum pay-off  re- 
quirements when a= minus show 
developed. 

Conn McCreary. looking fit and tanned. 
came down from Jamica to ride Joe Jones. 
He got the son of Stymie and Moon 
Maiden off to a good start and kept him 
closer than usual to the early pace. set 
by Ella K. Bryson’s Abbezac. Bending out 
of the backstretch, Joe Jones slipped 


pool 


through on the rail to head the gray leader 
and gradually eased away without so much 
as feeling the sting of MeCreary’s whip. 


Abbezac. under a feathery 106 pounds, 
weakened but didn’t quit. and held second 
place secure. Two lengths behind Joe 
Jones and 114 aft of Abbezac, was Dinner 
Winner, ridden by apprentice Philip I. 
Grimm. who may make a name for him- 
self in Maryland this spring. On a card 
monopolized by Sammy Boulmetis’ 4 win- 
ners. Grimm withstood a foul claim to win 
aboard Tacaro at $84.40. Bill Hartack. 
who has been sitting out a 10-day suspen- 
sion, is quite impressed with Grimm and 
envisions a bright future for the hard- 
working lad who specializes in long-shot 
victories. Now that Ray Mikkonen has 
left the local scene for Jamaica, Grimm’s 
saddle services are in demand. 


THE JONESES. As nearly everyone 
must know by now. the Jacobs gelding is 
named for the groom. now deceased. who 
rubbed both Stymie and Moon Maiden, 
parents of Joe Jones. Incidentally. the 
horse was bred while his sire was still in 
training. 


A late foal. born June 7. Joe Jones did- 
nt get to the races at all as a 2-year-old. 
He kept bucking his shins. and his hind 
action was complicated because he was a 
ridgling. The latter condition was “altered” 
in the summer of his sophomore season. 
and since being gelded Joe Jones has 
developed into a hard-hitting handicapper. 

Hirsch Jacobs currently is racing on 2 
fronts. and commuting regularly between

The Jockey Club’s Plan Gains 


Narrow Legislative Approval 


The New York legislature on Saturday. 
April 2. approved The Jockey Club’s plan 
for co-operative racing in New York. 

The vote. cutting sharply across party 
lines. was 78 to 62 in the Assembly and 
31 to 23 in the Senate. It had required 76 
affirmative votes to pass the measure in 
the lower house, 30 in the upper. 

The plan is for The Jockey Club to buy 
up the outstanding stock in Belmont Park. 
Aqueduct. Jamaica. and Saratoga in the 
name of the Greater New York Racing 
Association. Inc. The association then 
would float a bond issue to rebuild Bel- 
mont and improve Saratoga and_ either 
Jamaica or Aqueduct. Estimated cost of 
the project: approximately $50.000.000. 
of which about $45.000.000 would be spent 
on Belmont. 

Approval of the plan was in the form of 
2 bills. one to set up a non-profit racing 
and the other granting a 
franchise to conduct pari-mutuel betting. 

Only 2 essential changes were made in 
the bills before passage. One made the 
State Racing Commission the 
authority

members of the directorate. 
stipulated pari-mutuel 
were to be made. 


GIMMICK. The new law. as it passed 
the Assembly. provides that the first $5 
million take-out from the mutuel pools 
shall be retained by the track and the 


next $13.5 million paid inte the state 
treasury. Whether this arrangement was 


conceived as a gesture of magnanimity on 
the part of the state was not made clear. 
In actuality it would leave the track with 
a smaller return than it would have had 
under the old law. which allowed the track 
a straight 4 per cent of the mutuel pools 
plus 40 per cent of the breakage. 

The total take-out in New York is 15 
per cent plus breaks to the nickel. Breaks 
to the nickel add approximately 0.6 per 
cent. making a total take-out of 15.6 per 
cent. 

In order to provide a take of $18.500.- 
000 at this rate, horse players in New 
York must wager $18.589.744. Fifteen 
per cent of this sum is $17.788.462. If this 
part of the take is divided in the ratio of 
5:13.5. the track $4.808.221: if

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divided under the old ratio of 4:11, ‘the 
track’s share would be $4,743,590. Net 
gain to the track: $65,631. 

But the breakage of wagering of $118.- 
589.744 would amount to $711.439. If 
this breakage is divided in the 5:13.5 
ratio. the track gets $192.329: if it is 
divided according to the old 40:60 ratio 
for distributing the breakage. the track 
gets $284.615. Net loss to the track: $92,- 
286. 

The track has gained $65.631 and lost 
$92.286. Net loss, $26,655. 

Instead of making a concession to the 
track in order to allow financing of a 
huge loan, the state has increased the 
taxes. 

After the bills were passed. George D. 
Widener. chairman of The Jockey Club, 
made the following statement: 

“It is gratifying that the bill has 
progressed through the legislature. We 
have every hope now that Governor Harri- 
man will give it his approval. When and 
if that takes place. we shall move with as 
much dispatch as possible to bring about 
the ends for which The Jockey Club plan 
was originated. Personally. I don’t believe 
we can have a new Belmont Park ready for 
the start of racing in 1956. but this is no 
time for predictions. We'll take stock and 
begin the job.” 

Marshall Cassidy. executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club, said. “Now the real work 
begins.”

holders, and the largest obstacle appeared 
to be Cyrus Jullien and his Queens County 
Jockey Club, which operates Aqueduct. 


Jullien had been among the most 
formidable dissenters, and at the legisla- 
ture’s hearing on the bill 2 weeks ago had 
spoken against its passage. The bills put 
the state “in the business of running a 
race track” and “requested the freezing 
of this group into a 25-year monopoly of 
Thoroughbred racing in New York State.” 


Jullien suggested that each track be 
left alone to improve its own facilities. 
Aqueduct already had 2 plans: one to 
improve the present plant at a cost of 
approximately $11.000.000. the other to 
rebuild at a cost of $25.000.000. 


After the 2 measures were approved by 
the legislature. reporters asked Jullien 
what his organization would do now. 

“When we have a definite offer for the 
Aqueduct stock we will present it to our 
stockholders. I have fine plans for the 
rebuilding of Aqueduct. and The 
Jockey Club is welcome to use them. I 
really hope they do.” 

Considering the hazards involved The 
Jockey Club had made remarkably rapid 
progress. It was little more than 18 months 
ago, in August. 1953. that racing commis- 
sion chairman Ashley Trimble Cole, at a 
dinner at Saratoga. had suggested that The 
Jockey Club take the lead in finding a way 
to improve facilities in New York. Shortly 
thereafter Widener put the problem in 
the hands of a 3-man committee, John W. 
Hanes. Harry F. Guggenheim. and C. T. 
Chenery, none of whom held financial 
interests in New York tracks. The com- 
mittee put in a year’s work, and on 
September 20. 1954. made a formal report 
to Cole as head of the racing commission. 
Their plan was essentially the one which 
the legislature approved last week. 


OBITUARY 


Samuel Park 


Samuel Park. 63-year-old owner of the 
Parkman Stable. of Philadelphia, died of 
a heart attack at Bowie on March 30, 
shortly before his Brau Imp ran to victory 
in the eighth race. 

Apprentice jockey Ray Mikkonen said 
the owner had stopped in the paddock to 
wish him luck and to talk about the race. 
A few minutes later Park fell dead in the 
club house. 


Calumet Farm’s Trentonian this week 
was listed among the doubtful starters for 
the Kentucky Derby next month. Trainer 
Ben Jones said the Bull Lea—Iron Maiden 
colt was pin-fired for soreness in both front 
legs last Thursday, March 31. and would 
be out of training for about 10 days.

Maryland and New York keeps him as 
busy as a yo-yo in a dime-store tournament. 
He is racing a 15-horse string at Bowie 
while the main division of the stable 
campaigns at Jamaica. In the latter con- 
tingent is a 2-year-old full-brother to Joe 
Jones named The Great Man, which was 
blistered after finishing fourth in his only 
start in Florida. Jacobs invoked the Fifth 
Amendment when asked for whom the 
freshman was named. 

Jacobs has 7 Stymie and 5 Palestinian 
yearling colts at Stymie Manor. a 263-acre 
farm at Monkton, 15 miles north of Balti- 
more. While his breeding stock is deployed 
in Kentucky and California. Jacobs uses 
Stymie Manor as combination weanling. 
training. and rehabilitation headquarters. 
Among the pensioners running out their 
days there are some which may stir a 
memory or two—Action, Fib. and Angelic. 
Each has shaded 25 years. Another Jacobs 
favorite put to pasture at Monkton is 
Haile, the gelding which used to chill ’em 
early so Stymie could burn ’em late.

Frank Andolino, a chunky, 
quiet-mannered man who trains horses for his 
brother Paul, said he’d stake this colt “against 
any horse in Florida.’ The pressure of handling 
an unbeaten horse didn’t worry him at all: “I'll 
worry when he gets beat.” 

Paul Andolino had faith enough to refuse an 
offer of $120,000 for Boston Doge, but not enough 
to run him against Nashua in the 14%-mile Flamingo 
Stakes: instead. the colt was kept at Tropical Park 
and prepared for his debut in New York. 

His first test there was in the 6-furlong Experi- 


races, 


mental Free Handicap at Jamaica, for which his 
reputation as a colt of exceptional speed had set 
him up as a 3-to-4 favorite. Of the 24 horses rated 
above him by racing secretary Frank E. Kilroe, only 
3 were entered—Georgian, Laugh, and Brother 
Tex, each at 115 pounds. With Eric Guerin forcing 
him one pound overweight, Boston Doge also had 
115, the third-lightest of his career. 

Neither the weight nor the competition was any 
problem. He got off second, caught Powder Flask 


after 3 furlongs, increased his margin with little 


prodding, and won by 3 lengths from Sailor, which 
had gone to second at the head of the stretch. 
Said Guerin: “He had the answer. Through the 
stretch he tired a bit, but he’s a nice colt to ride.” 
Guerin had popped him a few times only to 
keep his mind on the job. 

The Andolinos have been racing and_ breeding 
horses for nearly 20 years. and Boston Doge is 
the best they have had. Operators of a modest 
livery stable in Boston, the brothers first became 
interested in racing as constant spectators at 
Rockingham Park and Suffolk Downs. In 1937 
brother Paul made his first buy, claiming the filly 
Lady Bewithus for $2.300. From her he bred 
Boston Lady, which in 1952 gave him Boston Doge. 

The colt won his first 3 starts at Suffolk Downs. 
then took the Newport Stakes at Narragansett Park. 
In Florida early last winter he won an allowance 
race at Tropical Park and the Hibiscus and Bahamas 
Stakes at Hialeah Park, giving him an unblemished 
record of 8 successive victories and impressing 
nearly everyone but the critics. He was a speed 
horse, they said, and he hadn’t been tested by the 
best. He had beaten such as Kinda Smart, First 
Cabin, Brother Tex, Nance’s Lad, and Prince 
Noor, but he hadn't met Nashua, Saratoga, the 
ailing Summer Tan. He had not raced at a distance 
of more than 7 furlongs. 


The Andolinos never were carried away by the

Preparations for Balmoral; 


Old Names in a New Book 


CHICAGO 
As soon as the Illinois Racing Board 
authorized transfer of the Balmoral (form- 


erly Lincoln Fields) 1955 meeting to 
Washington Park. Ben Lindheimer’s 


efficient organization went into action with 
preparations for operating the May 16- 
June 18 meeting for the new owners. 
headed by Russell L. Reineman. president. 


Officials for the Balmoral meeting will 
be the same persons who officiate at the 
Lindheimer tracks. Arlington and Wash- 
ington Parks. whose meetings follow in 
sequence. The Balmoral racing program 
is to be closely integrated with those of 
Arlington and Washington. 

Almost immediately after the transfer 
to Washington Park was authorized. racing 
secretary Frederick G. (Pat) Farrell 
distributed the first issue of his condition 
book and subscription blanks for the 11 
stakes to be run during the 30-day Bal- 
moral meeting. The condition book covers 
the first 10 days through May 26. The 
distribution calls for a minimum purse of 
$2.500. but there is only one purse that 
low in the first condition book and it is a 
substitute race. 


REMEMBERINGS. For the 11 stakes. 
only 2 old Lincoln Fields names have been 
retained. These are the Joliet. for 2-year- 
olds, and the La Salle Handicap. Histor- 
ians. geographers, and sentimentalists who 
may have winced over the new name. Bal- 
moral. for the old Will County track. will 
be soothed and comforted by the choice of 
the names for overnight feature races dur- 
ing the first 10 days. There are about 2- 
dozen such races. Without exception. they 
are named for horses which made lasting 
contributions to the early history of 
Lincoln Fields. 

For example. horses so honored include 
Supremus. Blackwood. Toro. and Lady 
Broadcast. early winners of the Lincoln 
Handicap; the Joliet winners Anita Pea- 
body and Hygro and the latter’s rival. 
Burning Blaze. Hygro and Burning Blaze 
were the best juvenile colts of 1931, but 
both had to yield the palm to the filly 
Top Flight. 

Also honored is the late Johnson N. 
Camden’s’ splendid race mare and 
producer, Rothermel. first Thoroughbred 
ever to set foot on the track at Lincoln 
Fields. when Dan Stewart worked her a 
mile in 1:40. Other names kept green by 
Reineman and Farrell include: Rock X, 


Solace. Gibbons, Paul Bunyan, Ironsides, 
Spanish Play. Pansy Walker, Gallant 
Knight. Gold Step, Mike Hall, Dark Sea, 
Plucky Play. Pittsburgher, Indian Runner, 
Liberty Limited. 

Subsequent condition books could con- 
tinue to adhere to Lincoln Fields history 
and tradition by using such names as Sun 
Beau. Chance Play, Flat Iron, Pigeon 
Hole. The Nut. Sweeping Light, Dellor, 
Rushaway. Shot Put. Equifox. Alsab, Sir 
Harry. Golden Prince, Misstep, Captain 
Hal. Gaffsman, Princess Doreen, Martin- 
ique. Late Date, Marcia, Capture, Current, 
Shine o’Night. Manie O’Hara. and many 
others. From this latter list Myrtlewood 
and Clang are omitted because Lindheimer 
already has named stakes in their honor, 
while Hawthorne has a Chicago Handicap, 
honoring the late Fred Grabner’s hard- 
knocking gelding and the owner’s home 
town. 


GRASS RACING will be prominent at 
this first meeting of the new Balmoral 
Jockey Club. That is in keeping with the 
policy of Ben Lindheimer, who deserves 
to be called both the prophet and apostle 
of grass racing. Early in his career as a 
race track operator Lindheimer prophesied 
the coming popularity of racing on the 
grass. Furthermore. he was first with the 
most in presenting this type of racing, as 
the records of his stakes, other features, 
and overnight programs will attest. 

What the future of Balmoral’s grass rac- 
ing will be remains to be determined when 
the new club “goes home” to its track at 
Crete in subsequent years. There is no 
grass course now at the old Lincoln Fields 
plant. The main loam track. always one 
of the best. is a 1;';-mile oval. 


RATIFICATION. Stockholders of the 
Lincoln Fields Racing Association were 
expected to meet within a few days to 
approve the sale. The Edward J. Fleming 
estate controlled about 72 per cent of the 
stock. Sale of the assets to the Balmoral 
Jockey Club also required the approval of 
the Superior Court (Judge James McDer- 
mott) before whom Lincoln Fields litiga- 
tion was pending. Zoline said the identity 
of other stockholders in the Balmoral 
Jockey Club would be revealed “quite 
soon.” He said they would be persons 
of high character and integrity, as were the 
3 original purchasers, Reineman and 
Hubert E. Howard, of Chicago, and Her- 
bert Herff. of Memphis.

Appraises His Record 


Bayard Tuckerman Jr., owner of Little Sunswick Farm, at South Westport, 
Mass., several weeks ago was called upon to speak at a meeting of the New England 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Owners Association. He agreed, although he had mis- 
givings about discussing breeding in the New England states. “I felt I couldn't be 


too enthusiastic about making a profit. . 


. and through force of necessity, this is 


something that does have to be considered.” 
“So for the first time,” he said. “I started to delve into the figures of our farm, 


located. . . 


on the southern shore of Massachusetts, where the climate is fairly 


mild and the snow comes and goes very rapidly, and I found, rather to my surprise, 
records to be of a very encouraging nature.” The following notes are from his 


remarks. 


We started with a few mares in 1938GUNNING ISLAND, by *Grandace 15.615 
or 1939. We had 6 or 7 mares in 1942 BASSINGTON, by Bolingbroke 14,575 
when I went into the service. and I gave $71 302 


away 3 of them at that time. By the way. 
we have never paid over $1.000 for any 
one mare. and, having the old-fashioned 
idea that it was too far to ship to Ken-

We held 2 yearling sales at Saratoga. 


one in 1947 and one in 1950. I wrote 
Humphrey Finney asking him for the 
story and in his usual efficient way I 
received the following account:

Our pastures, of course, are fertilized 
and chain-harrowed. We have a small herd 
of Aberdeen Angus. The horse bedding is 
put under them and under a few pigs, 
Horses all are turned out as long as the 
grass is good, day and night. 

Pastures and parasite-control, I think, 
are the 2 most important items. We worm 
the foals at 3 or 4 months and again if 
possible before they are weaned. All horses 
are on 21-day phenothiazine. 

It is best not to breed all the mares to 
one stallion. as I am afraid many do in 
New England. It is safer, of course. to 
breed to a horse which has proven himself, 
Bull Dandy has been a great thing for this 
part of the country because he gets mostly 
winners. I do think. however. that the 
mares are the main thing. particularly if 
they go back to something on their female 
line. 


Hasty Road to Crown Crest

Reuben’s Hasty House Farm stable. has 
been retired from racing. Reuben’ will 
stand the son of Roman—Traffic Court 
under private contract at Howard Reine- 
man’s Crown Crest Farm.

Karly Developments in France; 


Relic’s 3-Year-Olds Off Well 


Paris 

St. Cloud, where the French flat racing 
season opened on February 26. is a beauti- 
ful old race course which this year has 
become young again. with a new stand, a 
new paddock, and new stables. The first 
important event for 3-year-olds run there 
was the Handicap Optional. 1.071.250 
francs. one mile—the French Free Handi- 
cap. The starting topweight was Arywa 
(Warrior—Ephyra. by Apelle), with 119 
pounds. 12 pounds under Beau Prince II, 
which topped the handicap of last year’s 
best 2-vear-olds. The next highest weights 
were 117 pounds on Nistralin (Mistral— 
Yalina. by Nino) and 115 on the filly 
Relance (Relic—Polaire, by Le Volcan). 

Francois Dupre’s Relic filly was always 
in touch with the leaders and won easily 
by a length from another filly. to which 
she gave 9 pounds. The gelding Arywa 
was fifth. Nistralin nowhere. 

This result made an outsider of Marquise 
de Boisgelin’s Nistralin the Prix 
Delatre, 1.019.500 francs. 114 miles. on 
March 4, but the son of Mistral won easily 
from another longshot. with the 1-to-10 
favorite Nordic (Relic—Normandie. by 
Pharis) fourth. 

Two one-mile races, the Prix Omnium 
Il and Prix La Camargo, were features 
on March 5, and the favorite in each was 
by Relic. The well known Tactic was beat- 


en half a length in the Omnium II by an 
almost unknown colt, Jean Stern’s Bele- 
bat (Delirium—La Belle Aventure. by 
Troon). which had run twice at 2, win- 
ning a small race. On the other hand. the 
Optional winner Relance won the Prix La 
Camargo by 4 lengths. 

Older horses competed in the Prix de 
Inauguration. 1.043.000 frances. 1,5; miles. 
on Saturday. March 12. Mme. Leon Vol- 
terra’s 4-year-old Mistralor (Mistral— 
Philippa of Hainault, by *Teddy). which 
had finished fifth in the 1954 Grand Prix 
de Paris. took the lead soon after entering 
the straight and won by 115 lengths from 
the.5-vear-old mare Banassa (Un Gaillard 
—Fatou Gaye. by Fair Copy). which last 
year was a brilliant second in the Prix 
de ’Are de Triomphe and Washington, D. 
C.. International. 

In the Prix Edmond Blane. 1.034.000 
francs. one mile. on March 19. Tactic 
again was favorite. and again he ran well 
without achieving victory. R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Americ (Nosca—La Rochelle. by 
*Easton). the second choice. led all the 
way. beating the Dupre colt a length. The 
2 3-year-olds were 8 lengths ahead of 3 
older runners. 

Marcel Boussac’s second runner and first 
winner of the season was Macip (Marsyas 
—Corejada. by Pharis), a 3-year-old colt 
which did not race at 2. At Le Tremblay 


March 23 he won the Prix Bend Or. 114 
miles, by 5 lengths. 

In the Prix Boiard. 1.528.500 franes, 
14%, miles. at St. Cloud, March 26, 
Mistralor again beat Banassa, this time by 
215 lengths. but lost the race by a neck 
to Jean Stern’s 4-year-old Soleil Levant 
(Sunny Boy—Sif. by Rialto). Nistralin, 
only 3-year-old starter, was a poor fifth. 
M. Stern had 2 other winners the same 
day. one of them a previously unraced 3- 
year-old filly. Senones (Prince Bio—Sif. 
by Rialto). sister to his champion 
Sicambre and half-sister to Soleil Levant. 

First tests for French candidates for the 
Guineas at Newmarket were in mile races 
at Maisons-Laffitte March 29. both 
were won by probable starters in the 
English classics. Francois Dupre’s filly 
Reinata’ (Relic—Makada. by Rustom 
Pasha) won the Prix Imprudence by 3 
lengths from 2 moderate adversaries. In 
the Prix Djebel. an equivalent race for 
colts. the first and second places were 
taken by the first 2 in the Handicap 
Optional ranking, Georges Wildenstein’s 
Beau Prince II (Prince Chevalier—Isabelle 
Brand. by Black Devil) and Mme. Jean 
Couturie’s Soleil Royal (Sky High— 
Statira. by Fantastic). Both ran impres- 
sively, and at the finish they were separ- 
ated by half a length. 


ENGLAND. English racing is less well 
advanced. partly because the winter was 
quite severe.

lengths, is owned by Mrs. Ciceley Welman. 
of County West Meath, who bought the 
horse as a yearling in Dublin for about 
$900. His purse in the Grand National: 
$25.085. 

Tudor Line (157) was second. and an- 
other Irish horse. Carey’s Cottage (151). 
was third. Tudor Line was second last 
year. 

Thirty horses started the 4-mile, 856- 
yard race. and 13 finished. There were 
no casualties. 

Two horses were killed in the 1953 races. 


and 4 died last year. after which the course 
was modified to soften some of the worst 
hazards. Because the course was ankle- 
deep in mud. officials shortly before the 
race elected to eliminate the water jump. 
thereby cutting the obstacles to 29. 

The attendance was estimated at 75.000. 
one of the smallest crowds in years, and 
even the British judged the weather 
“really vicious.”

Prince Cortauld. 4-year-old brown colt 
by Sun King—Capricious. is the Australian 
champion of today. Like Rising Fast. 
Prince Cortauld is New Zealand-bred but 
has done all his racing in Australia. 

On March 12 the Prince won the impor- 
tant Futurity Stakes of 7 furlongs at 
Caulfield with consummate ease from a 
smart field of sprinters. though his burden 
was a mere 146 pounds and his time was 
1:2415. A week later at the VRC meet- 
ing at Flemington he again scored with 
ridiculous ease in the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes of 12 furlongs. a £10,000 event. in 
which he clashed with Rising Fast, Pride 
of Egypt (winner ef the VRC Derby last 
spring and the VRC St. Leger on March 
14 last). Aldershot (which had a runaway 
win in the weight-for-age Queen’s Plate 


of 10 furlongs from Rising Fast and 
Cromis) ; Prince Delville (AJC Derby win. 
ner). and Cromis (one of Australia’s best 
horses). 

Coming with a tremendous burst of late 
speed. Prince Cortauld smothered _ the 
field and won as he liked. Rising Fast 
was 4 lengths away in second place, just 
ahead of Cromis. 

The Flemington win took Prince Cort. 
auld’s stakes earnings to £35,166. Only 
2 horses racing today have won more— 
Rising Fast. £40.290. and Flying Halo, 
£36.465. 

A few days after his Queen Elizabeth 
victory Prince Cortauld was beaten by 
the western Australian champion Racon. 
teur (Remare—Jolly Imp) in the one-mile 
C. M. Lloyd Stakes, but he remains the 
leading star of autumn racing.

ed plans laid last September, and it was a 
great result for the bookmakers. Four 
years ago a Ballarat farmer. A. B. 
Williams. stood beside his mare as she 
gave birth to a foal. The mare. Bower, 
was at Wyndham Park stud. The foal was 
by the imported Pamphilos. a noted sire of 
sprinters. He was a big foal and the owner 
of the stud observed. “There’s one that 
is a Newmarket proposition.” The astonish- 
ing long-range forecast was realized when 
the foal. carrying 105 pounds, dashed to 
the lead near home to take the £3,000 race 
from Great Saint. a 4-year-old chestnut 
gelding by St. Magnus—Breane, and 
Dicast. a 3-year-old brown colt by Fair- 
court—Maniscus. which recently won a 
sensational Oakleigh Plate was 
swabbed after the race by order of an 
army of angry horse players. The swab 
proved negative. 


Rising Fast got his first win of the 
autumn season on March 26, easily taking 
the 214-mile Carbine Stakes on the closing 
day of the VRC meeting at Flemington. 
His only opponent, the 4-year-old Electro, 
was beaten 16 lengths. In 3 previous starts 
Rising Fast had finished second. The 
victory raised his record earnings to £42. 
390. not bad for a horse which sold for 
325 guineas as a yearling. In 51 starts 
Rising Fast has had 17 wins. 10 seconds, 
2 thirds. 


The Australian Cup. miles. run 
just before the Carbine Stakes. produced 
a stirring finish between the winner Hellion 
and the 3-year-old Dunsinane. with Royal 
Sirius in third place. Hellion, an unlucky 
second in Rising Fast’s 1954 Melbourne 
Cup. carried 120 pounds. He is a 4-year- 
old black colt by the French-bred Helles- 
pont (Pharos—Hesione) out of Marie 
Annette. His owner. Mrs. H. A. Jackson. 
already has told the world that he will win 
the Melbourne Cup next November. 


Sydney sprinter Nagpuni is traveling 
to California shortly by sea and is ex- 
pected to race at Hollywood Park’s 55- 
day meeting in the colors of George M. 
Bucknam and Ray Bell. His owner. Nor- 
man Fox. an Englishman, is traveling with 
the horse. Nagpuni a few months ago won 
one of the rich Doomben (Queensland) 
sprints and in Sydney has proved top- 
class. 

Governments racing authorities 
throughout Australia for years have 
worried about the extent of starting price. 
or illegal. betting which deprives them of 
huge sums in taxation. To remedy this 
state of affairs. there is a move now to 
legalize leading S. P. bookmakers who 
would phone their bets to the course. 
The matter is now under discussion  be- 
tween governments. racing bodies, and. of 
course. the big betting boys who for 
many years have channeled millions of 
of pounds away from the race courses.
